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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 20-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, fails to teach or disclose in light of the specifications, 1) a method for operating an 
optical crossbar switch having a plurality of selectable reflective optical switching elements, the 
method comprising varying a focus of the selected input light beam to focus the selected input 
light beam on the second selected reflective optical switching element; 2) an optical crossbar 
switch for switching input light beams, the switch comprising at least one adaptive, optical 
element having a focal length variable over a range, the adaptive optical element capable of 
focusing the selected input light beam; 3) an apparatus for directing an optical signal from an 
input channel to a selected one of a plurality of output channels, the apparatus comprising at least 
one adjustable focus optical element in an optical path between the input channel and the 
plurality of reflective elements, wherein upon a different one of the reflective elements becoming 
the currently selected one of the reflective elements, to vary a focus of the adjustable focus 
optical element to focus the optical signal onto the different one of the reflective elements; 4) a 
switch for switching optical signals comprising adjustable focus optical elements capable of 
focusing an optical signal onto the corresponding one of the input channels onto anyone of a 
plurality of individually switchable reflective elements, each of the plurality of the plurality of 
individually switchable reflecting elements located to require a different focus setting from the 
adjustable focus optical element; 5) a method for directing an optical signal from an input 
channel to a selected one of a plurality of output channels, the method comprising operating an 
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adjustable focus optical element to focus the optical signal from the input channel onto reflective 
element; 6) a method for directing an optical signal from a selected one of a plurality of input 
channels to a selected one of a plurality of output channels comprising altering a focus of an 
optical signal from the selected input channel to focus the optical signal onto the actuated 
reflecting element; 7) a method for redirecting a radiation beam in an optical crossbar switch 
comprising a plurality of individually selectable reflecting optical switching elements, the 
method comprising focusing a selected radiation beam on a first selected reflective optical 
switching element; selecting a second reflective optical switching element; and focusing the 
selected radiation beam on the second reflective optical switching element.
